The application has been amended as follows: 

In lines 9- 1 0 of claim 1 , as filed on 1 7 July 2009, the recitation "each beam of imaging ultrasound 
having an area that is smaller than the first area" is replaced with -wherein each beam of imaging 
ultrasound insonifies a second area of tissue within the first area, and wherein each second area is smaller 
than the first area--. 

In lines 13-14 of claim 1, as filed on 17 July 2009, the recitation "each of the receive beams 
having a third area that is smaller than the first area" is replaced with -wherein each of the receive beams 
is received from a third area of tissue within the first area, and wherein each third area is smaller than the 
first area-. 

In lines 5-6 of claim 1 1, the recitation "transmitted and received in a plurality of second areas that 
substantially encompasses the first area" is replaced with -transmitted to and received from a plurality of 
second areas within the first area, wherein each of the second areas is smaller than the first area, and 
wherein the sum of the second areas substantially encompasses the first area-. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record fails to 
fairly teach or suggest ultrasonic imaging methods including the steps of first destroying contrast 
microbubbles in a first area of tissue with a first ultrasound beam, and subsequently imaging a plurality of 
second areas within the first area, wherein each second area is smaller than the first area, with a plurality 
of ultrasound imaging beams.
